Bolden said he was in Wash- 
ington for a 5-week training

to return here Monday. He was 
relieved of his duties that night 
by Maurice G. Martineau, spe- 
cial agent in charge of. the Chi- 
cago secret. service office.

United States Atty. Edward 
V. Kanrahan issued the follow- 
ing statement In response to 
Bolden’s charges: 

"Ordinarily I would not dig- 
nify such fantastic allegations. 
However, like every other Am er- 
can, I have absolute confidence 
In the integrity of the secret 
service. 

Silent Until Now 
"Accordingly, I consider 
such charges to be completely 
untrue. The accuracy of these 
charges should be judged by the 
fact that the man who made 
them was silent about his ob- 
servations from 1551 until after 
he was arrested, despite toe 
fact that he had not only the 
duty but ample opportunity to 
report the conditions he says 
he observed." 

Bolden said that he did re- 
port the alleged incidents to his 
superiors, including James J. 
Rowley, head of the secret serv- 
ice, but that nothing happened. 

He said that shortly before 
leaving Chicago for Washington 
last Sunday, he told a fellow 
agent that he planned to seek 
an appointment with the War- 
ren commission. Bolden Indi- 
cated that he thought this dis- 
closure might have resulted in 
the charges against him.
